Jackson ‘looking up’ as 
rehabilitation continues

In spite of the problems he has confronted 
— since the fateful June 28 fall of the Nitzchke 
building cornice, Horace Jackson is “optim- 
istic now” and looking toward a more suc- 
cessful future, his mother Wardell Trigg told 
The CALL & POST recently. 

Jackson, who is now at homie, had been in 
the hospital recovering from the accident 
which took his teft foot, When he continued 
to havé 3rouble with ‘He Tete doctors” 
decided that if would{be better tq taketthe | 
leg off below the knee. Councilman Ben 
Espy, who was also injured in the June 28 
accident, lost his feg below the knee ay well. 

A spokesperson at Ohio State University 
Hospital said that it was easier to learn 
to walk after losing the leg below the knee 
than it would to lose the foot, so Jackson is 
not dismayed about the resultant surgery. 
According to his mother, “he knew himself it 
wasn't going to heal. anyway.” 

Jackson is being prepared to enter a pros- 
thesis and rehabilitation program shortly. 

Although the bill for Jackson's six-week 
hospital stay has not come in yet, Mrs. Trigg 
said, “I know it's sky-high.” Because Jack- 
son has not been working, the family does 
not know how the bill will be paid. 

Although Jackson is hoping to get a job 
with the city, no city officials have extended 
such an offer to him. Mayor Rinehart visited 
Jackson once, and sent him a get-well card, 
but Jackson has been unable to reach 
Councilman Espy. 

Mrs. Trigg is hoping that the arms of the

more,” she said. “but the mayor and some of 
the others don’t seem to see that.”

Charles Barton scores big 
with European hoop squads

A fantastic dream ended one 
game short of ultimate eupho- 
ria for Columbus native Cha- 
rles Barton. Had the Swedish 
Olympic basketball team, of 
which he was head coach, 
managed to beat West Ger- 
many, then Barton's club 
would have been one of five 
European teams invited to the 


competition of the XXilird 
Olympiad in Los Angeles. ~ 
Instead, his team finished 
sixth In the European bracket 
and was eliminated. 
Let's not pull out the hankles 
for Barton too quickly. 
In a recent interview at his 


family's home, 786 Wager St., 
Barton talked of the glorious 
years he has spent in Sweden 
as a basketball player, player- 
coach and now coach. 

His rise in the basketball 
ranks seems all the more 
impressive when he tells you 
that he didn’t even suit up with 
the cagers when he prepped at 
South High School. At that 
time he concentrated on foot- 
ball as the Bulidog's quarter- 
back. 


Roger Harper, who had been 
a South High roundballer, was 
playing for Kent State Univer- 
sity and knew of Barton's 
athletic prowess. Harper was 
one of the people who helped

After a ssonseetel career at 
KSU Bafton received “the big- 
Gest favor of all” from former 
pro player and coach Larry 
Jones. At that time Jones was 
coaching a team in Munich. 


“One day, Barton says, | was 
playing at the Eastside Y. | got 

a long distance call from Ger- 
many and it was Larry. He told 
me to go home and sit by the 
telephone.” A couple of hours 
later he was given a chance to 
make a Swiss professional 
squad. From there he moved 
on to Sweden. 

The playing highlight of his 
11 year history came in the 
quarter finals of the European 
Cup in'82. His Solna squad fin- 
ished second in the tourna- 
ment, but gave notice to the 
rest of the league that they 
were a team on the rise. 


Each of the Swedish squads 
presents both a men's and 
women's team. During the ‘81 
season the women's head 
coached was fired and Barton 
took over. He guided the 


women to the play-offs for the 


first time. 

In '82 he was still playing for 
the men and became Coach of 
the Year when his women’s 
team won the Swedish pro 
championship. : 

Last season the men of Soina 
won the championship for the 
first time in 11 years. The 
women placed second, but 
Barton was honored as Coach 
of the Year for the gents’ 
accomplishments. 

His ascension in the coach- 
ing ranks continued as he was 
naméi coach of the Swedish 
National Teem. He became the 
first black national team coach 
in Europe. 

Just three weeks before the 
Swedish Olympic team went to 
Paris for the Olympic qualifier 
Barton was given the reins for 
the team. , 

Some people discouraged 
him from taking the post fear- 
ing that his record would be 
blemished by the ill-prepared 
Swedish squad. 

Porfon said that he figured 
he “didn't have anything to 

Although the Swedes lost to 
the Russians by about 30 
points, they were respectable 
enough In the overall competi- 
tion to pe within one game of 
qualifying for the Olympics. 

Barton’ marvels at his good 
fortune. He speaks in candor, 
“| was always,aware that. had 
been somewhat lucky. | knew 
there were a lot of players back 
In the United State, including 
my own brother-in-law Terry 
Holliman, that were better 
players than me.” 

But obviously he was good 
enough, and in the right place 
as @ player.

The House-Senate conference 
committee on deficit reduction 
legislation approved a provision 
authored by Representative Bill 
Gradison (R-Ohio) that will limit 
increases in Medicare payments to 
hospitals which often occur when 
hospitals change ownership. 

Gradison's proposal is now con- 
tained in a package of approxi- 
mately $50 billion in revenue 
increases and $11 billion in spend- 
ing cuts that was approved by con- 
ferees Saturday. The conference 
agreement represents a major step 
on the way to the deficit-cutting 
“down payment” that Congress 
and the President have been striv- 
ing to achieve. 


Gradison’s proposal was not *.>- 


contained in the original House- 
passed deficit-reduction bill. Dur- 
ing conference negotiations, 
however, Gradison persuaded the 
conferees to include the. provi- 
sions of his bill in the omnibus 
deficit-reducing package. .. 

The Congressional Q@udget 
Office (CBO) estimates that 
ison's proposal, as by 
the: conterees, will save taxpayers 
and the Medicare and Medicaid 
Programs $2590 milion over the 
next three years. ‘ ‘ 

The Gradison prpposal is an 
outgrowth of an i tion that 
he asked the General Accounting 
Office (GAOY. to undertake two 
years ago. Gradison had request- 
ed that GAO study the effects that 
changes in hospital ownership 
have on health care costs. 

In January of this year, Gradison 
released the GAO report. It 
showed how federal Medicare and 
Medicaid payments to hospitals 
can increase simply as a result ofa 
change in hospital ownership. 

Under current Medicare policy, 
when the ownership of a hospital: 
changes, the new owner ig permit- 
ted to revalue the acquired assets 
to reflect the purchase price, 
thereby giving the new owner 4 

higher basis from which the assets 
canbe depeciated. The GAO study 
showed that this can result in Mec- 
icare paying for the asset a second 
time at a higher price. 

Interest costs reimbursed by 
Medicare also increase if the buyer 
borrows money to pay for the 
asset. In addition, Medicare also 
reimburses both buyers and 
sellers for the incurred acquisition 
costs and the administrative costs 
of negotiating and completing the 
transaction. 

“Although originally intended as 
a fair way to pay costs, this policy 
has turned into a huge loophole 
and an abuse of substantial finan- 
cial consequence,” Gradison said. 
“This policy'affects all taxpayers.” 

“The GAO report documents 
clearly the unfairness of higher 
and higher Medicare and Medicaid 
payments to those who traffic in 
hoepitats. (t provides convincing 
evitionce of the wastetuiness and 
folly of continuing @ payment 
method which allows hospital 
sales at higher and higher prices 
and which even heips to finance 
those sales. When coupled with 
the accelerated cost recovery pro- 
visions in the tax code, Medicare's 
policy serves to provide an incen- 
tive to buy and sell. hospitals,” 
Gradison said
